READY FOR CUP CHAOS? 


Wrigleyville braces for 
disorderly revelry after 
potential Game 6 win

When the Blackhawks won the Stanley Cup 
in 2013, rowdy fans on the North Side cele- 
brated by spilling over police barriers, dancing 
on cars and smashing windows. 

If the Hawks win it all this year—not to jinx 
it or anything—police and local businesses 
want to be prepared. 

When asked, Chicago police didn’t com- 
ment on a post-win strategy in Wrigleyville. 

But there will be “increased police re- 
sources” in the area, according to Erin Duffy, 
director of community outreach for 44th 
Ward Ald. Tom Tunney, though she declined 
to speak about specific strategies to keep the 
partying contained. Duffy also said police 
have met with Lakeview bars and other busi- 
nesses to go over safety plans. 

That’s an attempt to avoid a repeat of 2013, 
when more than 20 people reportedly were 
arrested in and around Wrigleyville the night 
the Blackhawks won, mainly for infractions 
such as battery and disorderly conduct, ac- 
cording to a Tribune report. Another 21 peo- 
ple were cited for things such as littering and 
public drinking, the Tribune said. 

Farther south in Lincoln Park, several busi- 
nesses were vandalized, including the one be- 
longing to Michael Mikusch. 

Mikusch owns Cafe Vienna at 2523 N. Clark 
St. Two years ago, he said, a group of 30 or 40 
people ran down Clark Street smashing win- 
dows. The damage cost him about $2,000, he 
said, and he was hardly alone. 

“It looked kind of strange [after the vandal- 
ism],” he said. “You’re driving in one of the 
most beautiful areas of Chicago, and 90 per- 
cent of the businesses have plywood.” 

This year, Mikusch plans to post a security 
guard at his store for either Game 6 or Game 7, 
whichever will decide the Cup champion.

“T just hope that the Blackhawks will win 
and everybody has fun and a great party,” he 
said. 

After two Cup wins in five years, police 
will be prepared for the revelers, said Padraic 
Swanton, director of marketing and commu- 
nications for the Lincoln Park Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“CPD is definitely going to be a lot more 
prepared than ever before,” he said. “Once 
{the Hawks] start generating a lot more ex- 
citement, winning every other year, give or 


take, the crowds get a lot more exciting, too.” 

Swanton recommends that local businesses 
communicate with one another and coordi- 
nate responses in case things get out of hand. 
Overall, he said, he doesn’t think businesses 
are too worried. 

“I haven't heard anybody uneasy or any- 
thing like that right now,” he said. “I think ev- 
erybody’s just trying to bring the Cup home, 
first and foremost, and making some money 
while we’re doing it.”

His 
daughter, who’s involved with rowing, was 
in a crew championship in Florida during 
the weekend, so the mayor headed down 
to cheer her on, but he also ended up at 
the Blackhawks-Lightning game. 

In a brief phone interview just after 
the final horn Saturday night, the mayor 
told RedEye: “Look, they played great ... 
a lot of shots on goals.” 

Asked whether he thinks the Hawks 
can finish the job Monday night and 
bring home another Cup, he said: 
“There’s nothing better than having a fi- 
nal game in Chicago.” 

Emanuel ran into Tampa Mayor Bob 
Buckhorn at the game. According to 
Quinn, Buckhorn said he was looking 
forward to seeing Emanuel back in Tampa 
for Game 7—implying the Hawks would 
lose Game 6 in Chicago on Monday night. 

“Mayor Emanuel gave it right back 
and said he didn’t think so, then tossing 
in ‘Tl be waiting for my check for One 
Summer Chicago,’ ” the youth jobs pro- 
gram, Quinn said. 

The two mayors have agreed to make 
a contribution to an organization of the 
winning mayor’s choice. According to 
Quinn, Emanuel’s choice is One Sum- 
mer Chicago.

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Data: Cop complaints 
rarely draw discipline

Few Chicago police officers who are accused 
of misconduct are found to be at fault, and 
when they are, most of them are cited for mi- 
nor infractions that carry little if any punish- 
ment, a Tribune analysis of data found. 

In fact, nearly three-fourths of the officers 
found to have committed some kind of wrong- 
doing either weren't docked any time off or 
received suspensions of five days or less, the 
analysis of Police Department records shows. 

Nearly 60 percent of all the complaints 
were thrown out without being fully inves- 
tigated because the alleged victims failed to 
sign required affidavits. What’s more, inves- 
tigators won't consider an officer’s complaint 
history as part of the investigation, and many 
of the cases come down to the word of the of- 
ficer versus that of the accuser. 

In the end, very few alleged victims pre- 
vail, the analysis found. Over four years end- 
ing in mid-December 2014, investigators 
“sustained” a little fewer than 800 of the ap- 
proximately 17,700 complaints, just more than 
4 percent. The sustained rate rises to about 
1 percent if the thousands of people who didn’t 
sign the affidavit are excluded from the tally. 

Police officials objected to the Tribune’s 
analysis, saying there are complicated factors 
at play. Officers routinely stack up complaints 
by working in Chicago’s toughest neighbor- 
hoods. They said the affidavit law protects 
them from false complaints. And the Inde- 
pendent Police Review Authority, the city 
agency that investigates the most serious 
complaints, said it would be unfair to flag of- 
ficers for past complaints for which they were 
cleared. 

The Tribune analysis found that officers 
who piled up the most complaints routinely 
escaped discipline of any kind. Over the four 
years, the 11 officers with the most complaints 
amassed a combined 253, in some cases for 
serious allegations of misconduct such as ex- 
cessive force or illegal searches. Yet just one 
officer was punished—and received only a 
five-day suspension for neglecting his duties, 
the analysis found. 

A few of the officers with the most com- 
plaints over the past four years also ranked 
high on similar lists from the 2000s. 

According to the analysis, most officers 
found at fault were disciplined for more mi- 
nor or technical offenses. For instance, of- 
ficers were most often cited for “neglect of

duty/conduct unbecoming”—about 150 of 
the nearly 800 sustained complaints. Other 
common sustained complaints included fail- 
ure to provide adequate service, misuse of 
department equipment and other personnel 
violations. 

Police accountability experts and critics of 
the department have long had concerns about 
how Chicago police officials investigate com- 
plaints from citizens, including allegations of 
excessive force and officer misconduct. 

“This sends a very bad message that ... [of- 
ficers} don’t have to worry too seriously about 
discipline,” said Samuel Walker, a professor 
emeritus of criminal justice at the University 
of Nebraska at Omaha. 

“For discipline to matter, it’s got to be 
meaningful,” said Locke Bowman, executive 
director of Northwestern University School 
of Law’s MacArthur Justice Center. “And I 
don’t think ‘violation noted’ and reprimand 
have any meaningful deterrent effect.” 

Spokesmen for the Police Department 
and the Independent Police Review Author- 
ity both called the 4 percent sustained rate 
wrong, saying complaints that were tossed 
after accusers failed to sign required affida- 
vits shouldn’t be counted. They also defended 
not considering an officer’s complaint history 
when investigating a new complaint, saying it 
would be unfair to take into account past ac- 
cusations in which officers had been cleared 
of wrongdoing.

cans who identify themselves as very or some- 
what interested in the Hawks increased from 
12.6 percent in 2011 to 21.9 percent in 2014. 

The number of black fans who watched a 
Hawks game on TV or listened on the radio 
grew from 28.1 percent in 2011 to 37.9 percent 
last year. 

They made up 9.7 percent of Hawks fans in 
2014, up from 7.1 percent in 2011, which is the 
only increase among racial groups charted by 
Scarborough. 

The numbers are far less than the 49.9 per- 
cent of African-Americans who identify as 
NBA fans or even the 40.9 percent of white 
fans who identify as hockey fans, but it doesn’t 
diminish the significance of the growth. 

“It’s to the point where on my Facebook 
feed during the game, there were [black 
friends} I didn’t even know watched hockey 
talking about the Blackhawks,” said Tommy 
Barbee, 30, a black Hawks fan who lives in 
the South Loop. “A lot of my black friends 
will talk about basketball and football. This 
is the first time I’ve really seen them get into 
{hockey}.” 

Of course, it’s hard to walk down a street in 
almost any Chicago neighborhood these days 
without spotting at least one Hawks sweater. 
Among black sports fans in Chicago, the 
Scarborough numbers reveal their interest 
level in every other Chicago team has dipped 
over the past four years. 

The total base growth in the Chicago area 
among those who identify as NHL fans grew 
from 28.4 percent in 2011 to 36.4 percent in 
2014. 

The team’s home-game exposure on TV, 
which infamously was not available before 
Chairman Rocky Wirtz assumed control 
of the family-owned team, has helped. And 
three Stanley Cup Final appearances in six 
years hasn’t hurt, either. 

“Everyone loves a winner,” said Aven Deese, 
an African-American Hawks fan. 

The increasing rates show a potential for 
the Hawks to continue to make gains. The 
team works in cross promotions with the 
White Sox and Bulls, who have a higher per- 
centage of black fans. 

“The Blackhawks organization is continu- 
ously working on finding different ways to 
create a deep and personal connection with 
as many people as possible across the Chica- 
goland area and the state of Illinois,” Hawks 
President John McDonough said through a 
team spokesman. “Our approach is broad and 
all-inclusive.” 

Programs such as Hockey on Your Block, 
which is run through the Hawks, USA 
Hockey and the NHL reach out to inner-city 
youths to expose minority children to hockey. 
An ice rink is scheduled to be completed this 
summer as part of the Morgan Park Sports 
Center as well.

more avid. 

Like most Hawks fans, Sean Howard said 
he was drawn to the “national anthem, the 
excitement after a goal and the [great] atmo- 
sphere.” But he also noticed the sport’s chang- 
ing demographic. 

“T think the outreach was poor,” said How- 
ard, 47, of Blue Island. “Now you see Black- 
hawks stuff seeping into the South [Side].

But he works at a predomi- 
nantly black elementary school on the West 
Side near the United Center and Johnny’s 
IceHouse West, where the Hawks practice, 
and he said most of the students at his school 
never mention the team. 

Yet, a segment of black Hawks fans has 
grown to adopt them as their top Chicago 
team. 

Afua Owusu, 31, and about five of her 
friends meet at the United Center or a sports 
bar to watch Hawks games. They call their 
outings “Black Girls Love Hockey Night.” 

“When my girlfriends and I go, we stand 
out,” she said. “People are looking for our 
white boyfriends. But we’re never [ap- 
proached] in a negative way.” 

Even when—or if—the Hawks’ success 
dries up, many black fans say they'll remain 
loyal followers of the team. It no longer seems 
like a sport separated by racial lines to some. 

“Tl always be a Blackhawks fan,” Brown 
said before heading off to watch the rest of 
the Hawks’ victory. 
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RISING STAR RYN 
WEAVERIS STILL 
FINDING HERSELF 
AFTER HER DEBUT

"The Fool,” out Tuesday and led by her mas- 
sive, undeniable single “Octahate,” co-written 
by Charil XCX. 

On the album, she’s constantly in transi- 
rian, trying to enjoy something new or moving 
an from something old, ever wondering when 
it’s right or wrong to leave, to be defensive or 
open. Weaver doesn’t want to be known as a 
pap artist; at times the record sounds anthe- 
mic, like Florence and the Machine and Pas- 
sion Pit combining for something better than 
tley actually can do, Weaver's voice flutter- 
ig and soaring; other times it evokes Laura 
Marling or maybe Joanna Newsom, gorgeous 
and introspective. Weaver says she loves be- 
ing alone but doesn’t like feeling lonely. Right 
naw she’s confused about love and especially 
vulnerable, unafraid to ramble. 

“Tt’s really hard to balance in this life, espe- 
cially {this} profession, taking care of yourself 
acid doing what you need to do to remain in- 
spired but also, I don’t know. I don’t know. 
‘Yeu’re catching me at a weak point right now,” 
savs Weaver, born Erin Wauthrich. “Love has 
always just been this big thing for me. I give 
and I give and I allow someone to become 
the person I want them to be in my head, and 
[ give them all these traits that I believe are 
there. And I completely discount any of the 


negative ones. I think I reach a point where 
I can’t live in that fairy tale anymore. Cause 
it’s too real. Then I’m tapped out, if you will.” 

That sensation is all over the record, a 
theme of lies and escape running through 
delicately insightful lyrics about relationships 
and identity. (“My wings too wild to clip and 
cage around me,” she sings on opener “Run- 
away.”) Weaver doesn’t always play victim, 
either, sometimes blaming herself for dishon- 
esty “Cross my heart and hope to die/Unless 
I happen to lie,” she admits on “Promises”) 
while recognizing the influence people in her 
life have had on her. 

“T used to fairy tale it up and think about all 
the circumstances in which I could just be the 
girl that marries her high school sweetheart. I 
think a lot of people dream about [that] when 
they’re young, but once you reach an age when 
it is a reality, you just get scared,” she says. “I’ve 
also had some bad luck at it. I’ve dated some 
awful people, who I guess turned me into an 
awful person. [Laughs.} Not awful, but you 
take on some bad habits, whether or not you 
want to. You're constantly learning from ev- 
eryone that [you’re with]. I’ve dated a lot of 
unfaithful, obnoxious boys. It’s probably af- 
fected me in a way, or maybe it’s just that I’m 
so afraid to live a traditional life. I don’t know. 
Maybe that’s why I’m choosing to do this as a 
career.” 

Even if much of “The Fool” suggests rest- 
lessness, the last few songs (including the 
striking “Traveling Song” and lovely closer 
“New Constellations,” on which she sings, “So 
keep calling me crazy/Cause I never learned 
you should stop loving fire because you got 
burned”) achieve a kind of hopeful calm, 
feeling semi-comfortable with the never- 
ending search. As has been well-documented, 
‘Weaver's search for success was longer than it

and finally decides she’s indifferent about that 
description. 

Some other opinions worth noting: She

I 
was sitting there and furrowing my brow, and I 
noticed I was doing it, and I started tapping at 
him, going, ‘Why do I do that?’ He said, “Well, 
it’s a good thing. You look at the world with 
a critical eye because so many things that you 
see don’t make sense to you and seem so pro- 
vincial, and you see the way the world is, and 
you want it to change but you don’t know how’ 
And maybe it’s dissatisfaction, but maybe it’s 
also me trying to make sense.” 

Sometimes that does lead to waffling, like 
when ordering at restaurants. Other times, 
not. “I guess I do that with ordering food, 
‘cause I’m always like, ‘Oh, wait, maybe I 
could’ve gotten that’ when it doesn’t taste as 
good as I thought it would,” she says. “There 
are bursts of inspiration. There are moments 
where I know when I’m doing the right thing. 
Tjust think that we’re [not] supposed to do the 
same thing forever. I don’t know. I'll get back 
to you. My life’s in flux.” 

Likewise, she says she’s impulsive and only 
over-thinks things after they’re done. I ask if 
she lives without regret. “Not in the moment, 
necessarily,” she says, “but looking back at any- 


thing I’ve done that was stupid, I don’t regret 
it.
